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During the latter part of January the verious brigades of the Partido del 
Pueblo (PDP) discussed their part in what has been termed the "Four Vionths? 
Plan." On 26 January the Santa Ana Brigade met in the house of . Lopez and 
discussed the part it would play in this plan. The meeting was attended by 
Hugo Victor, Lenin Grower, J. Stavrov, Luis Caceres, and Siivia de Souza, 
The Four Months’ Plan was to ve presented to the whole membershin of the I'DP 
on 27 end 28 January. The first meeting was to be held at the home of Cesar 
De Leon and the second at #53 Lyth Street Wiest, Panama City, the new head- 
quexters of the PDP. It was announced that there would be a cherge of 25¢ 
per person for organizational expenses and that the National Congress scheduled 
for April would be discussed, 


The neetings for the presentation and adoption of the Four Months! Plan took 
place as scheduled. The first meeting, on Saturday 27 January, was poorly 
25X1C attended ty about fifteen PDP nesbers, including representatives fron the 
National binestorees: the District Committee, and fro. the varicus brigades, 
The meeting began with a review by Julian Jaramillo of the activities and 
acconplhishnents in the 149 towas and villages in Panama, The report revealed 
that, outside cf the activities in the larger urban areas, the accomplishments 
have been very poor, The party has been unable to reach the sasses in 
general and the farrers and laborers ovtside of such areas as Panama City 
and Colon. Following this report Reuben Souza presented a history ¢f the PDP, 
its foundation, and how it resulted from the dissolution of the Communist 
Party in 1943. We described the years under the leadership of Celso Solano, 
a pericd which is now referred to as "Solanista" and which is characterized 
as one of lack of acconuslishment under a dictatorship which had not been 
elected by the mass of the party. He stated thet fron the tine of the expul- 
sion of Celso Solano all the decisions of the Netional Directorate have been 
ang will continue to be discussed by each member of the party who is a true 
militant and wh» is worthy of bcing a mexber of the party. The party as it 
now exists is well on the rozd toward the accd«plishment of the proletarien 
revolution in Panama and the liberation of Panama frou the imperialist yoke. 
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Ye sbated that with each minute thet the PDP lost it was possible that 

fifty Chinese and Korean comredes would die. He stated that the PDF had 

the responsibility for the Panamanian pecple and that it now stocd with 

the other Comumist Parties of the world, rifle in hand, struggling against 
international imperialism. Fellowing this review was a general criticism 

of the Lack of progress and the lack of vigilance on the part of both the 
notional leadership and the menbers as a whole. All persons present indivi- 
dually and en masse accepted their culpability and lack of sufficiert mili~ 
teavy ond promised to reform. By use of a map of the Republic, it was pointed 
out that the PDP could claim only partial organization outside of Panama 
City--in the provinces of Colon, Chiriqui, Veraguas, and, very weakly, herrera. 
The rest of the country is co-paratively untouched, It was stated that 
although the POP is not actively engaged in a revolution, such as that in 
China and Korea, it has the t:sk of prenaring the Panamanian peopie for 

the eventual economic and political revolution in Panama. To this end, all 


members are obliged to be constantly acting for the party ur be classed ag 


traitors to the cause. 


The finel meeting on Sunday heard and approved the plans of each brigade, 
and a plan of organization and action for the whole party was dram up. An 
outline of this plan reveals the fellowing programs: 


a. ‘The plen will have three major points--economic, national political, 
anc: international political. The main objective of the economic point 
4s to work on behalf of the defense of national agriculture, industry, 
labor, and housing. Results are to ve accomplished through the better 
organization of comuittees in these fields. The main objectives of the 
national political program are defense of the national constitution, 
opposition to the present Government and insistence that netional elec- 
#ions are held in 1952. These aims are to be accomplished through groups 
represented by the Frente Denoeratico Pro-defensa de la Constitucicon 
carrying out the pregran adopted by the Congress of Progressive Forces « 
‘he principal objective of the international political program is to 
work for peace and to strengthen the national sovereignty. This ia to 
ba accomplished through improved orginization and mobilization of the 
students and youth of the country and through improvement in the present 
pec-peace organization. 


To carry out the abeve three prograns, the PDP has outlined the following 
organizational work to be carried cut under the leadership of the Nevional 
Directorate, the provincial committees, and the district committees, im. the 
tine set for the duration of the plan, from 4 February untii 3 June 1951. 

fo imptove the PDP organization, the party will increase its efficiency and 
rmumbers in all the provinces and districts and the Canal done, The problem 
of finances is to be net through increased taxes to meubers of each of the 
committees, brigades and cells. ‘he sale of the party newspaper EL PATRIOTA 
Will be increased through betier presertation, better distribution, and by 
® quota fixed fom each organizational unit. The contribution of the youth 
of the country to this plan will be increased by more efficient organization 
of the duventud Popular Revolucionaria (JPR), the youth group of the PDP. 
Political educativn will progress tarough the publication of a political 
veview and courses of study for the party members. Conferences and ‘ectire 
eroups will be organized to discuss the naterial in this review, baged on 
the perticul: r problems of the region concerned. Generel rropagainsa will 

be imoreved throogh the iore active circulation of £2) Fetrjata, more fre. 
qoent mestinge and the disttiontion of a greater number of lly sheets. 


At the 27-28 January meeting each of the Tour cells presented its plan for 
carrying out its part in the noreject described above. informition taka: 
from notes prepared by the Sante Ana Brigede indicates its proposad contri- 
bution and pledges as follows. The area of responsibility of the Santa Ana 
Brigade will be divided into four cells. Cell One, as organized so far, 
includes Luis Avila, Albertina de Victor and Luis Caceres. sith reference 
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to £1 Patriota, this brigade will furnish to meubers to work on its publi~ 
eation, will furnish a minimum of twenty articles during the four months, and 
will subscribe to a maximum of 150 conies per week. Youth cooperation will 

be izereased through organization of a committee and clubs of the J&&. In 
the matter of political educction the brigade can use five copies of Funda~ 
mentcs, three conies of Cultura Sovietica, five copies of pro-peace material, 
end fifteen copies of the monthly PLP bulletins. 1% WiiL hold two political 
eonferences per month and will put four ne bers at the general disposal of 


the party. The brigade wiil contribute to party propaganda by obtaining a 


hand-operated mimeograph machine, holding meetings, and distributing fly 
sheets. Keonovically the brigade ~ledged organizational work in national 
industry by organizing five different tyres of workers, including those in 
tuo furniture stores, four clothing establishnents, one ice plant, two fcod 
and liquor stores or factories, and ne placksnith, The Santa Ana Brigade 
Will revive the Tenants' Committee in its area and will carry on the fight 
against fuerza y luz, the electric power co lsany. It will continue to work 
for the cause of peace and will collect 500 signatures to be sent to the U.N. 
what appears to be a tudget for the Sante Ana Brigade for the Four Uonths' 
Plan indicates thet during th t period they will have accounts receiveble of 
5151.25, Tae monthly quota assigned the sixteen nenbers of the brigade 
varies from 50¢ to $5. Of these sixteen individuals nine are listed és 
militants, including 4ugo Victor, Silvia de Souza, Lenin Brower, J, Stuvrou, 
Luis Caceres, Luis Avila, I. Lopez, Jos: ‘leneses, und Albertina ce Vietor. 


ft is of possible interest to note in general the plans submitted by the 

other brigades at the -eeting on 2¢ January. ‘The ‘laranon Brigade, headed 

by Cesar De Leon and Reuben Scuza, pledged itself to increase activity in 
thirteen industries in its area for the purpose of boycotting or stopping 

the flow of American products into Panama. This brigade pledged itself to 
establish a cell in ech of the three districts of the area. Regarding the 
tenant problem, claranon will hold meetings in sixteen houses in their area 

to organize tenants. ‘The program on international affairs will be contributed 
to through the formation of a Progressive Forces Committee and a Comnittee 

for the Defense of the Considtution. The JPR will ve mobilised, and a wonen's 
federation will be formed, ‘he brigade has taken a quote of 200 copies a 
week of 01 Patriotea and has guaranteed to raise 930 a sonth in addition to

Recently the Secret Police have bean holding members of the PDP for ques~- 
tioning, Cn 1 February they interrogated J. Napoleon Nativi, who anavered 
ALL questions in vague terms, denying knowledge of specific individuals who 
are members of the PDP. On 2 February lodesto Porto was questioned, parti- 
cularly concerning Conmunist Literature arriving in Panama by mail frou 
Mexico address:d to "Lilia" del Rosario. This is actually Delia del Ecsario, 
Porto’s estranged wife, who is active in the PDP. Porto denied any kucwledge 
of this individual. Following these arrests, menbers of the PDF have stated 
that they suspect one of their menbers to be working for the Secret Police. 
On 4 February they becane suspicious of Jantiago Sanchez, a member. of the ~ 
Maranon Brigade, wh was ostentatiously waving a beer bottle in one hand 

and a roll of bille in the other. Sanches has been unemployed for some time. 


One of the obher current activities of Lhe PDP is its efforts in opposition 
%o the anti-Communist bill currently on the agenda of the Netional Assembly. 
The PDP has distributed several fly sheets oonosing this bill and has had the 


support of organizations such 2s the Liberal Party, the Frente Democratica, and 


the FPJ. On at least two oecasions Hugo Victor and other PIP members visited 
the National Assembly as ssectators on days when this bill was scheduled to 
be heard. 
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
